T is a matter of aftonifhment that we fhould be fa 

regardlefs of our intereft, as not to examine into the 
conduét of thofe whom we have intrufted with the ma- 
nagement of our publick affairs. Is it not amazing to 
fee how patiently we bear to be pillaged bya fet of 
Wretches, who have fhamefully conducted for us P Are 
we not furnifhed with many inftances fince the com- 
mencement of the late unhappy difference with the Pa- 
rent State, of feveral infignificant Wretches, whofe in- 
fluence and importance have increafed in proportion to 
the diftrefs of their Fellow-Townfmen.

have.too long been fed with {peculative happinefs, and 
amufed with grand atchieyments to be made by our 
Herculean Leaders, they have run away with the loaves 
and fifhes. If wecomplain that our Taxes are heavy 
and grievous, w: are then faid to be in the wrong, and 
are fufpected to be actuated by fentiments entirely op- 
pofite to our popular Leaders, and are immediately 
condemned to the realms of Pluto, there to do pen- 
nance for our incredulity. Let me remind you, that at 
the laft meeting of the Inhabitants, it was motioned to 
examine into the Town-Taxes, when immediately it was 
judged proper by forne of the /ibertine Sfunto to ad- 
journ the Meeting, which prevented a proper inquiry 
into publick grievances for shat time. May it not be 
juftly fuppofed, my Countrymen, that the oppofiti- 
on to fo neceflary inquiry was by means of thofe who 
have been appointed to govern the bufinefs of the T---n, 
who improve every art to prevent a detection of their mal- 
conduét in the unjuftifiable appropriations of the publick 
monies, which has augmented the Town-Tax for the 
year 1771 to a fum double to the Tax of the preceding 
year.
